U.S.  Penicillin  Reaches  Eire. — A  small 
quantity  of  penicillin  has  reached  the  Irish 
Medical  Research  Council  in  Dublin  from 
the  Abbott  Laboratories,  Chicago,  Illinois, 
U.S.A.  It  is  being  retained  for  use  in  cases 
of  grave  emergency.  The  Council  antici- 
pates the  importation  of  further  supplies 
from  the  United  States. 

Savings  Target  Exceeded. — A  "Salute  the 
Soldier"  competition  between  the  wholesale 
and  retail  staffs  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  Nottingham 
(see  C.  &>  D.,  April  29,  p.  455),  resulted  in 
the  full  target  being  exceeded  by  44  per 
cent.  The  wholesale  staff  aimed  at  £60,000 
and  obtained  over  £73,000 ;  the  retail  staff's 
target  was  £90,000  and  they  obtained  over 
/i  42,000. 
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Black  Market  Cosmetics. — Pleading  guilty 
to  three  charges  under  the  Toilet  Prepara- 
tions Order,  Bendali  Laglee  Kangee,  per- 
fumery dealer,  was  at  North  Kensington, 
London,  police  court  recently  fined  ^300, 
with  ^21  costs,  or  three  months'  imprison- 
ment in  default.  The  Board  of  Trade  was 
given  power  to  seize  lipsticks  found  at 
Kangee's  premises. 

Harrow  Branch  Questionnaire. — A  ques- 
tionnaire seeking  the  views  of  members  on 
the  proposed  National  Health  Service  has 
been  sent  to  its  members  by  the  Harrow 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
The  questions  deal  with  twenty-two  main 
points,  and  most  questions  are  divided  into 
several  sections.  Members  are  asked  to 
ensure  a  hundred-per-cent.  poll  by  complet- 
ing and  returning  the  questionnaire  not 
later  than  September  20. 

Alleged  Drug  Addict.- — At  Bow  Street, 
London,  police  court,  recently,  John 
Desmond  Kerr-Thomas,  labourer,  Brixton, 
was  charged  with  forging  a  medical  prescrip- 
tion for  i£  oz.  paraldehyde  in  the  name  of 
Dr.  T.  H.  Roberts,  Westminster.  There 
was  a  second  charge  of  obtaining  i£  oz.  of 
the  drug  by  false  pretences  from  a  shop  at 
High  Road,  Streatham  Common.  Kerr- 
Thomas  was  discharged  by  the  magistrate 
with  the  recommendation  that  he  should 
obtain  advice  from  a  medical  practitioner. 

Inquest  Verdict.— At  an  inquest  atCatford, 
recently,  on  a  motor  lorry  attendant,  who 
died  after  swallowing  a  quantity  of  zinc 
chloride  solution,  the  coroner  stated  that 
death  was  undoubtedly  due  to  the  chemical, 
a  poison  unlikely  to  be  taken  without  the 
deceased  realising  what  he  had  done.  A 
Home  Office  analyst  stated  that  the  solution 
would  not  commend  itself  to  the  average 
layman  as  a  way  of  poisoning  himself  unless 
he  was  accustomed  to  soldering.  An  open 
verdict  was  returned. 

Aspirin  Fatality. — At  an  inquest  at 
Bangor,  North  Wales,  recently,  on 
Walter  George  Bailey,  who  died  after 
taking  aspirin  tablets,  the  coroner  stated : 
"I  find  he  died  from  aspirin  poisoning, 
self-administered,  and  I  leave  open  the 
question  of  what  his  intentions  were, 
whether  it  was  a  medicinal  dose  or  whether 
there  was  any  other  motive."  It  was  stated 
that  Bailey  bought  a  bottle  containing  100 
aspirin  tablets  on  the  day  before  he  died, 
and  that  seventy-four  tablets  remained  in 
the  bottle  after  his  death. 

Overdose   of    Sleeping   Tablets. —At  an 

inquest  at  Walthamstow,  recently,  a  verdict 


of  accidental  death  was  returned  on  Albert 
Edward  Chapel,  Warren  Road,  Wanstead 
London,  E.,  the  coroner  stating  that  he  wa? 
satisfied  Mr.  Chapel  had  no  intention  ol 
committing  suicide.  Evidence  was  giver 
that  deceased  suffered  from  bronchitis  anc 
asthma,  and  had  been  taking  sleeping 
tablets  (medinal,  gr.  5)  for  three  years.  Hi.« 
widow  said  she  was  not  aware  whether  the) 
were  being  taken  under  a  doctor's  prescrip 
tion,  but  when  she  herself  had  slept  badlj 
he  had  encouraged  her  to  take  the  tablets 
declaring  that  they  were  perfectly  harmless

Golf  Club  on  August  23  for  prizes  presentee 
by  P.  C.  Cahill  &  Co.,  Ltd.  In  an  eighteen 
holes  strokes  contest  the  first  prize  wa 
won  by  Mr.  Eric  Dawson  (22),  69,  and  th« 
second  by  Mr.  J.  Mason  (10),  70.  Mr.  T.  R 
Bourke,  M.P.S.I.  (captain  of  the  Suttoi 
Club),  was  winner  of  the  best  net  first  nin 
holes  with  34^-  (13),  and  the  winner  of  th 
best  net  second  nine  was  Mr.  G.  Brittoi 
(24),  34.  Mr.  S.  J.  Savage  (captain  of  th 
Society)  presided  at  a  meeting  held  lat 
at  the  club  house,  when  the  prizes  we 
presented  by  Mr.  P.  C.  Cahill  on  behalf  t 
his  company.

Nevertheless,  in  view  of  the  hi£ 
reputation  of  Soviet  medical  researc 
it  is  possible  that,  with  a  more  detaih 
statement  of  the  optimum  methods 
employment  and  some  lead  as  to  the  t 
of  rheumatic  disease  for  which  the  seru 
is  best  adapted,  the  claim  advanced  for 
may  be  substantiated.

sity of  London);  H.  J.  Rogers,  Ph.D.,  to 
study  the  biochemistry  of  hyaluronidase 
obtained  from  various  sources  and  the  role 
of  enzymes  such  as  hyaluronidase  and 
lecithinase  and  other  bacterial  antigens  in 
infection  (Lister  Institute) ;  F.  Sanger, 
B.A.,  Ph.D.,  to  study  the  chemical  structure 
of  proteins,  with  special  reference  to 
insulin  (Sir  William  Dunn  Institute  of 
Biochemistry,  Cambridge) ;  E.  C.  Webb, 
B.A.,  to  study  the  ultimate  mode  of  action 
of  drugs  and  poisons  in  living  tissues  (Sir 
William  Dunn  Institute  of  Biochemistry, 
Cambridge) . 

Poisons  Control  in  South  Africa. — More 
stringent  control  over  certain  poisons  has 
been  strongly  urged  by  Dr.  P.  R.  v.  d. 
R.  Copeman,  Senior  Government  Chemist, 
Cape  Town,  addressing  the  Cape  Medico- 
legal Society  recently.  The  distribution  and 
storage  of  arsenical  preparations  for  agri- 
cultural purposes,  he  said,  were  extremely 
lax.  Much  might  be  done  to  control  the 
possession  of  powders  containing  cantha- 
ridin.  The  four  poisons  most  commonly 
employed  in  the  Union  were  arsenic, 
barbiturates,  strychnine  and  morphine. 
The  negligence  with  which  arsenical  pre- 
parations were  handled  and  stored  was 
criminal,  he  alleged,  and  severe  penalties 
should  be  enforced  to  prevent  such  negli- 
gence. Dr.  Copeman  said  that  in  many 
cases  the  present  knowledge  of  the  com- 
position of  South  African  poisonous  plants 
was  so  slight  that  no  methods  of  chemical 
identification  were  available.  A  wide  field 
of  investigation  lay  unfilled.  Work  at 
Onderstepoort  had  made  a  definite  contri- 
bution to  the  knowledge  of  South  African 
poisonous  plants,  but  it  was  of  limited 
medico-legal  significance. 
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ADVICE  TO  BOMBED  RETAILERS 


The  Board  of  Trade  has  issued  the  following 
notice  to  retailers  other  than  sellers  of 
food  or  drink  : — 

Premises. — If  your  premises  are  damaged, 
essential  temporary  weather-proofing  work 
may  be  done  without  special  authority. 
You  may,  however,  need  permission  if  you 
wish  to  do  any  further  repairs,  and  for  this 
permission  you  should  apply  to  the  appro- 
priate regional  licensing  officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Works,  for  the  London  Area, 
51-54  Gracechurch  Street,  E.C.3.  If  your 
premises  are  demolished  or  unusable  and 
you  want  to  restart  business  in  other 
premises,  you  will  need  a  licence  under  the 
Location  of  Retail  Businesses  Order,  even 
if  you  are  merely  arranging  to  share 
premises  with  some  other  trader.  You 
should  apply  for  this  licence,  in  the  London 
Area,  to  the  local  Retail  Licensing  Com- 
mittee, New  Oxford  House,  Bloomsbury 
Way,  W.C.i,  or,  in  any  other  area,  to  the 
local  Price  Regulation  Committee. 

Stocks  of  Rationed  Goods  and  Coupon 
Losses. — If  your  stocks  of  rationed  goods 
are  damaged  by  enemy  action,  their  coupon 
value  will  be  reduced  in  the  same  proportion 
as  their  money  value.  If  they  are  destroyed 
or  completely  unsaleable,  you  can  claim 
their  coupon  value  from  the  Board  of  Trade. 
If  they  are  damaged  but  saleable  you  can 
sell  them  at  a  reduced  coupon  rate  and 
claim  from  the  Board  of  Trade  the  difference 
between  the  full  and  the  reduced  number  of 
coupons. 

Calculating  the  Reduced  Coupon  Value  of 
Damaged  Goods. — If  you  are  insured 
against  war  risks,  first  settle  with  the 
assessor  the  value  at  which  you  will  retain 
the  damaged  goods.  If  you  are  not,  you 
must  estimate  for  yourself  the  price  at 
which  the  damaged  goods  will  sell.  You  are 
entitled  to  reduce  the  coupon  value  of 
each  item  of  your  stock  in  the  same  propor- 
tion as  you  have  reduced  its  price.  If  you 
cannot  settle  the  value  of  the  damaged 
goods  at  once,  but  need  some  coupons  to 
go  on  with,  you  can  ask  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  give  you  an  advance  on  account  of 
your  claim. 

Notices  to  Customers. — If  you  are  selling 
any  war-damaged  goods  at  reduced  coupon 
rates  you  must  display  a  notice  showing 
that  you  are  doing  so.  You  can  get  this 
from  the  assessor,  or,  if  you  are  not  insured, 
from  the  Board  of  Trade,  New  Oxford 
House,  Bloomsbury  Way,  W.C.i. 

Lost  Coupons. — You  ought  to  be  able  to 
avoid  any  substantial  loss  of  actual  coupons 
by  paying  the  coupons  you  collect  into  the 


bank  at  frequent  intervals,  but  if  you  dt 
lose  some  coupons  by  enemy  action,  yoi 
can  claim  replacement  from  the  Board  o: 
Trade.

What  concerns  us  all  is  the  use  that  is  being 
made  of  minerals  and  of  such  commodities 
as  timber.  We  are  sometimes  told  that  the 
younger  nations  are  given  to  extravagance 
in  this  respect.  Obviously  we  cannot  create 
deposits  of  metallic  ores,  though  we  can 
increase  stocks  of  vegetable  products.  The 
scientists  of  the  world  should  regard  this  as 
an  international  problem. 

Literary  Quotations 

An  appreciation  of  the  late  Mr.  Philip 
Hill  in  "The  Times,"  under  the  initials 
"A.J.E.,"  ended  as  follows:  "...  al- 
though the  phrase  '  we  shall  not  see  the 
like  of  him  again '  is  so  common  and  widely 
misquoted,  very  few  men  are  pitched  in 
the  mould  of  Philip  Hill."  Possibly  some 
of  your  readers  can  tell  us  where  this 
"widely  misquoted"  phrase  is  to  be  found. 
The  textus  receptus  of  a  familiar  line  in 
Act  I  Scene  ii  of  "Hamlet"  is  "  I  shall  not 
look  upon  his  like  again";  and  I  have 
never  seen  any  variant  of  it  employing 
the  plural  form.  Milton,  Cowper  and 
Scott  have  each  used  the  same  basic  idea, 
but  not  in  the  words  cited  by  "A.J.E." 
Difficult  as  the  verification  of  references 
may  occasionally  be  for  a  writer,  the 
position  of  a  public  speaker,  faced  with 
the  choice  between  omitting  a  telling 
impromptu  and  making  an  ignominious 
lapse,  is  even  more  awkward.  That  position 
is  exemplified  in  a  droll  story  in  Sir  Edward 
Parry's  book  "What  the  Judge  Thought." 
Several  years  ago  a  learned  counsel,  while 
defending  a  herbalist  in  court,  wished  to 
make  use  of  the  passage  in  "  Romeo  and 
Juliet"  beginning  "I  do  remember  an 
apothecary";  his  memory  failing  him  at 
the  critical  moment,  the  jury  was  treated 
to  this  gem  of  oratory:  "Gentlemen,  my 
unfortunate  client  was  very  much  in  the 
position  of  the  apothecary  in  that  beautiful 
play  'Romeo  and  Juliet.'  Shakespeare, 
you  will  remember,  gentlemen — Shake- 
speare, I  repeat,  a  name  of  which  every 
Englishman  must  be  proud — The  Bard,  as 
he  is  universally  called,  in  that  play,  or 
shall  we  call  it  a  poem,  in  words  that  might 
have  been  used  to  portray  my  client's 
situation — Shakespeare  !  Hm  !  The  Bard  ! 
Hm  !  The  Swan  of  Avon — I  forget,  gentle- 
men, the  actual  words  he  used,  but  the 
purport  of  the  passage  is  that  there  was  a 
chemist  and  druggist  living  round  the 
comer."

The  advantages  and  disadvantages  of 
territorial  representation  have  been  dis- 
cussed at  great  length  on  many  previous 
occasions,  and  I  do  not  propose  to  go  into 
them  now.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  I  am 
among  those  who  consider  the  present 
electoral  system  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and 
think  that  territorial  representation  provides 
a  much  more  effective  method,  and  would 
produce  a  more  representative  Council. 
To  me,  the  simplest  solution  appears  to

members.  Using  the  194 1  Branch  Calendar 
the  total  number  of  registered  pharmacis 
was  24,822 ;  dividing  by  21,  we  have  118s 
which  is  the  average  number  of  membe:

It  is  understood  that  the  Council  has  no 
tention  of  doing  anything  about  terri- 
rial  representation  until  the  position  of 
armacy  in  a  National  Health  Service  has 
en  decided,   but   I   put  forward  this 


suggested  plan  for  consideration  when  the 
time  arrives.  It  is  probably  far  from  perfect 
but  may  serve  the  useful  purpose  of  a  basis 
for  discussion  by  the  branches,  to  criticise 
and  amend  the  regions  where  necessary. 
Being  based,  as  it  is,  on  an  average  number 
of  members  per  seat  in  Council,  it  is  per- 
fectly fair  and  unbiased. 


When  I  had  completed  the  work  on  the 
plan  and  assembled  the  various  regions, 
I  checked  up  on  the  present  Council.  The 
result  was  quite  remarkable.  The  numbers 
in  brackets  on  the  map  represent  present 
Council  members,  and  it  will  be  seen  that 
apart  from  the  Southern  and  South-eastern 
regions,  every  region  is  represented  with 
a  few  variations.  Scotland  has  one  member 
instead  of  two,  Lancashire  has  two  instead 
of  three,  London  has  six  instead  of  five,  and 
Yorkshire  has  five  instead  of  two.

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SOME  TROPICAL  DISEASES  AND  THEIR  TREATMENT

Diseases  due  to  Protozoa 

Trypanosomiasis  (sleeping  sickness)  exists 
in  two  forms,  both  of  which  are  due  to  spe- 
cies of  the  protozoon,  Trypanosoma,  which 
is  transmitted  to  man  by  the  bites  of  the 
tsetse  flies,  in  whose  stomach  the  trypano- 
somes  multiply  by  fission.  The  variety 
occurring  in  Central  and  West  Africa  is  due 
to  Trypanosoma  gambiense,  transmitted  by" 
Glossina  palpalis  andG.  ta'chinoides;  and  the 
more  virulent  form  of  the  disease,  found  in 
Nyasaland  and  Rhodesia,  to  T.  rhodesiense, 
the  insect  vectors  being  G.  morsitans  and 
G.  swynnertoni.  ■  The  flies  are  often  attracted 
to  rapidly-moving  objects,  such  as  motor 
cars,,  and  may  be'  carried  for  many  miles  in 
this  way. 

Symptoms  and  Treatment 

The  symptoms  which  give  rise  to  the 
name  of  the  disease  occur  in  the  last  stages 
of  the  infection  when  the  trypanosomes 
reach  the  brain.  Sleeping  sickness  is  mainly 
a  native  disease,  but  one  which  is  always 
likely  to  affect  white  men  living  in  areas 
where  it  is  endemic. 

Arsenic  has  been  used  for  many  years, 
originally  as  sodium  aminarsonate,  by  in- 
jection, often  in  conjunction  with  antimony 
and  potassium  tartrate.  Unfortunately, 
this  arsenical  often  leads  to  nerve  degenera- 
tion and  blindness,  and  has  largely  been  re- 
placed by  other  organic  arsenic  compounds, 
such  as  tryparsamide  (tryparsone).  This  is 
a  highly  effective  compound,  given  intra- 
venously against  T.  gambiense,  but  not 
effective  against  T.  rhodesiense.  With  this 
drug  also,  toxicity  exists,  and  its  use  re- 
quires care.  Arsenic  acts  directly  upon  the 
parasite,  setting  up  a  poisonous  concentra- 
tion within  it,  but  "arsenic  fast"  strains  of 
trypanosoma  may  develop  on  continued 
use,  thus  diminishing  its  effect. 

Tryparsamide  is  also  used  in  conjunction 
with  suramin.  This  compound,  a  complex 
organic  urea,  is  given  in  the  early  stages  of 
sleeping  sickness,  usually  intravenously. 
As  toxic  reactions  often  develop,  it  is  usual 
to  test  the  patient's  tolerance  before  com- 
mencing the  treatment.  Suramin  prevents 
the  multiplication  of  the  parasites  by  inter- 
fering with  their  carbohydrate  metabolism. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  use 
of  antimony  in  trypanosomiasis,  antimony 
and  potassium  (or  sodium)  tartrate  being 


given  by  injection.  Its  action  is  similar  to 
that  of  arsenic,  but  not  so  intensive ;  it  is 
excreted  more  rapidly.  A  recent  develop- 
ment in  the  treatment  of  this  disease  has 
been  the  introduction,  through  the  work  of 
Yorke,  of  the  aromatic  diamidines,  in  par- 
ticular pentamidine,  although  both  propa- 
midine and  stilbamidine  are  also  effective.! 
It  originated  through  the  erroneous  belief! 
that  neutralisation  of  glucose  metabolisr 
would  result  in  the  control  of  parasitel 
development.  Decamethylene  guanidine] 
used  in  diabetes,  was  tried  and  found  to 
trypanocidal,  not  in  the  way  expected,  bull 
by  virtue  of  its  structure.  Investigation  o^ 
allied  compounds  eventually  resulted  in  the 
group  of  aromatic  amidines,  of  whiclj 
pentamidine  has  been  most  successful 
the  treatment  of  trypanosomiasis.  Therl 
action  against  T.  gambiense  is  intense,  buj 
limited  by  their  toxicity.  They  do  nof 
penetrate  to  the  central  nervous  systenj 
and  have  no  effect,  therefore,  when  the  ii 
fection  reaches  the  brain.  Their  use  is  nol 
likely  to  supersede  that  of  tryparsamidl 
and  suramin  at  present,  but  their  potentialj 
ities  are  great. 

Causal  Organism  of  Amcebiasis 

Amoebic  dysentery  is  due  to  infection  cj 
the  lower  bowel  by  Entamoeba  histolytica 
which  exists  in  two  forms :  the  vegetativl 
or  active  form  recognised  by  the  typic< 
pseudopodia ;    and  the  resting  or  cystil 
form,  which  is  less  amenable  to  treatmenf 
Although  amcebiasis  is  widespread  in  trot| 
ical  and  sub-tropical  countries,  it  has 
occurred  in  this  country,  and  it  is  beliej 
that  the  cysts  are  carried  by  many  peopll 
as  a  latent  pathogen,  together  with  noil 
pathogenic  entamoebas,  e.g.  /:'.  coli.   A  vief 
which  is  gaining  ground  is  that  E.  histX 
lytica  is  a  normal  and  harmless  inhabitJH 
of  the  gut,  and  that  it  requires  injury  ll 
the  intestinal  wall  before  the  organism  ca| 
become  pathogenic.   This  may  occur  as 
result  of  bacillary  dysentery,  which  oftcl 
effects  newcomers  to  endemic  areas.  Amol 
bic  dysentery  follows  after  some  resident 
in  the  area.  Amcebiasis  has  always  beenf 
disease  of  war  and,  together  with  bacillail 
dysentery,  is  responsible  for  many  deatlj 
in  the  field.    Careful  sanitation  and  strif 
attention  to  hygiene  are  essential  in  ordj 
to   keep  the  disease  under  a  substantil 
degree!  of  control.

The  para- 
inhabits  the  liver  and  the  spleen,  which 
ome  very  much  enlarged.  Kala-azar 
duces  a  fever  in  which  the  interval  be- 
en relapses  becomes  shorter  until  it  is 
tinuous,  eventually  causing  wasting  and 
austion,  with  anaemia  and  swelling  of 
liver  and  spleen,  and,  finally,  death  if 
treated.

tartrate.  Other  compounds  which  have 
proved  valuable  are  Neostibosan,  Neostam, 
and  urea-stibamine,  all  derivatives  of 
phenyl  stibonic  acid.  The  action  of  anti- 
mony in  kala-azar,  it  has  been  suggested, 
is  to  increase  the  production  of  white  blood 
corpuscles,  but  it  is  more  likely  that  it  has 
a  direct  action  upon  the  parasite  itself. 
Recently  it  has  been  found  that  aromatic 
diamidines .  are  useful  in  kala-azar,  partic- 
ularly stibamidine,  although  toxic  reactions 
may  occur.  In  the  variety  of  the  disease 
found  in  the  Sudan  which  does  not  respond 
to  antimony,  this  compound  has  been  tried 
with  marked  success. 

Oriental  Sore,  or  Cutaneous  Leishmaniasis 

Cutaneous  leishmaniasis,  is  not  con- 
fined to  the  orient,  and  some  idea  of  its 
distribution  is  seen  in  the  variety  of  names 
it  has  acquired,  e.g.  Aleppo  sore,  Biskra  boil, 
Delhi  boil,  Bagdad  button,  etc.  It  is  an 
affection  of  the  skin,  and  should  be  dis- 
tinguished from  tropical  ulcer  and  certain 
other  skin  diseases  found  in  similar  areas. 

It  is  caused  by  Leishmania  tropica,  trans- 
mitted by  species  of  Phlebotomus,  probably 
P.  papatosii,  and  possibly  other  vectors, 
such  as  the  ordinary  house  flies.  The  pre- 
sence of  Leishmania  serves  to  confirm  the 
diagnosis.  The  incubation  period  varies 
from  a  few  days  to  several  months,  and  the 
disease  is  characterised  by  the  appearance 
of  inflamed  nodules,  which  enlarge  and 
break  down  to  form  a  kind  of  ulcer.  Healing 
is  difficult,  but  the  disease  is  not  fatal. 

Antimony  is  the  most  valuable  drug, 
antimony  and  potassium  (or  sodium)  tar- 
trate being  injected  into  the  area  around 
the  sore.  The  disease  has  also  been  treated 
with  stibophen  without  a  great  deal  of 
success,  although  this  drug  has  been  quite 
successful  in  treating  the  South  American 
espundia.  Injection  of  a  vaccine  made 
from  cultures  of  L.  tropica  has  been  used 
with  success  in  parts  of  India  and  Russia, 
and  Ar-rays  are  said  to  produce  good  re- 
sults. Other  substances  which  have  been 
used  from  time  to  time  are  emetine  hydro- 
chloride, berberine  sulphate,  and  mepa- 
crine  methanesulphonate  by  injection. 
Antiseptic  ointments  and  applications  help. 


Steady  with  the  D.D.T.  ! — Go  easy  with 
this  D.D.T.,  there's  good  chaps.

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The  fact  that  goods  made  of  raw  materials 
in  short  supply  owing  to  war  conditions  are 
advertised  in  this  paper  or  described  in  its 
editorial  columns  should  not  be  taken  as  an 
indication  that  they  are  necessarily  available 
for  export. 


Regional  Representation 

So  far  as  our  space  permits  we  are  always 
pleased   to   publish   ideas   which  should 
stimulate  interest  and  discussion  in  the 
ranks  of  pharmacy.   On  p.  244  of  this  issue 
will  be  found  an  article,  ' '  A  Plan  for  Terri- 
torial   Representation,"    in    which  the 
uthor  puts  in  a  simple  and  concrete  form 
a  basis  for  the  adoption  of  regional  repre- 
sentation on  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain.  The  subject 
is  by  no  means  new,  but  it  is  being  discussed 
again  up  and  down  the  country.  This 
evival  of  interest  in  the  subject  is  chiefly 
'ue  to  the  unenviable  position  in  which  a 
ubstantial  proportion  of  members  of  the 
"ociety  found  themselves  when  completing 
heir  ballot  papers  at  this  year's  elections, 
hey  were  required  to  support  not  more 
han  seven  out  of  some  forty  candidates 
ho  had  accepted  nomination.  Most  of  the 
andidates    were    newcomers    and  were 
ompletely  unknown  to  the  majority  of 
he  electorate,  who,  generally,  seem  to  have 
^olved   the   riddle   by   voting   for  their 
'local"  man  and  distributing  the  remainder 
f  their  votes  amongst  the  retiring  members 
f  the  Council   seeking   re-election.  The 


result,  not  necessarily  a  bad  one,  was  a 
foregone  conclusion — all  the  retiring  Coun- 
cillors were  re-elected. 

Those  who  favour  the  idea  of  setting  up 
pharmacy  constituencies  would  bring  for- 
ward sound  arguments  in  support  of  the 
proposal.  They  would  claim  that  territorial 
representation  follows  the  national  parlia- 
mentary electoral  system;  that  local 
contests  would  tend  to  create  a  much 
keener  interest  in  pharmaceutical  politics 
throughout  the  country;  that  it  would 
result  in  the  election  of  a  Council  representa- 
tive of,  and  in  touch  with,  all  parts  of  the 
country ;  that  the  problem  of  choice  would 
be  much  simplified  as  voters  would,  except 
perhaps  in  the  London  area,  have  only  one 
or  two  votes  and  usually  there  would  be  not 
more  than  two  or  three  candidates  in  each 
constituency.  Further,  the  candidates 
would  almost  certainly  be  "local"  men 
known  to  the  electorate  of  the  constituencies. 
Their  election  costs  would  be  much  less,  as 
they  would  only  need  to  canvass  their  own 
area ;  they  would  cover  their  territory  by 
meetings,  thus  giving  voters  an  opportunity 
of  meeting  them  personally. 

Those  who  do  not  favour  such  a  radical 
departure  from  the  present  system  could  no 
doubt  bring  forward  equally  good  reasons 
why  territorial  representation  would  give 
neither  the  best  result  nor  be  equitable. 
One  of  the  chief  dangers,  as  we  foresee  the 
matter,  is  that,  in  territorial  representation, 
in  the  course  of  time  there  may  be  a  tendency 
for  nominations  of  candidates  to  become 
cut-and-dried  affairs  with  no  contests  unless 
independent  candidates  were  put  up,  but 
no  scheme  is  ever  perfect.  Our  corre- 
spondence columns  are  open  to  brief  state- 
ments of  opinion,  for  and  against  the 
author's  plan  for  dividing  up  the  country 
into  pharmacy  constituencies  with  seats  on 
the  Council  of  the  Society  based  on  member- 
ship strength. 

Health  Work  of  UNRRA  in 
Europe 

The  structure  of  the  Health  Organisation 
of  UNRRA  was  laid  down  in  the  Resolu- 
tions and  Reports  adopted  by  the  UNRRA 
Council  at  Atlantic  City.  So  far  as  Europe 
is  concerned,  it  consists  of  a  Health  Division

in  London,  for  planning  and  executive  work, 
and  an  advisory  Subcommittee  on  Health, 
through  which  the  medical  representatives 
of  the  Allied  Governments  can  make  their 
views  known. 

Personnel 

After  an  inevitable  pause,  for  the  appro- 
priation of  funds  and  the  recruitment  of 
key  personnel,  the  medical  planning  has 
gone  on  at  an  ever-increasing  tempo.  Dr. 
Andrew  Topping  has  assumed  office  as 
Director  of  Health  Division  of  the  European 
Regional  Office  in  London.  Dr.  Wilbur  A. 
Sawyer,  Director  of  Health  at  UNRRA's 
headquarters  in  Washington,  has  arrived 
here  to  be  nearer  the  centre  of  operations. 
In  London,  four  medical  officers  have  been 
appointed  (two  British,  one  French,  and 
one,  Dutch)  additional  to  two  Deputy 
Directors,  Dr.  N.  M.  Goodman  (British)  and 
Dr.  D.  A.  Reekie  (U.S.A.).  Further  appoint- 
ments for  liaison  with  individual  Allied 
health  authorities  and  with  the  Military  are 
contemplated,  as  well  as  advisers  in  special- 
ist fields,  such  as  nutrition  and  tuber- 
culosis. A  representative  committee  for 
the  appointment  of  senior  nurses  has  also 
been  set  up.  Clearly  the  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  obtaining  medical  officers  of  suitable 
experience  and  qualifications  are  very  great 
at  present — especially  from  this  country— 
but  every  effort  is  being  made  to  earmark 
suitable  doctors  and  nurses  for  work  in  the 
field  and  to  facilitate  their  release  when  the 
time  comes. 

The  Subcommittee  on  Health 

The  first  activity  of  the  Standing  Tech- 
nical Subcommittee  on  Health  for  Europe 
was  the  appointment  of  expert  commis- 
sions on  quarantine  and  on  the  health 
problems  of  displaced  persons.  The  revised 
conventions  worked  out  by  the  first  of 
these  Commissions  were  finally  submitted 
to  the  Health  Committee  in  Washington  and 
adopted  in  substance  ;  as  they  apply  to  the 
whole  world,  they  will  go  forward  through 
the  Council  of  UNRRA  for  signature  by 
Governments.  The  displaced  persons  prob- 
lem being  almost  entirely  a  Kuropean  one 
for  the  present,  a  report  was  adopted  by  the 
Committee  of  the  Council  for  Europe,  and 
an  agreement  based  on  it  will  shortly  be 


ready  for  signature  by  the  Governments 
concerned.  An  expert  commission  on 
nutrition  has  also  been  set  up  to  give 
technical  advice  on  dietary  and  nutritional 
questions;  no  doubt  expert  commissions 
in  other  fields  will  be  required,  of  which 
perhaps  the  most  important  will  be  a  World 
Quarantine  Commission  to  supervise  the 
working  of  the  revised  International  Sani 
tary  Conventions.  An  Epidemiological 
Bureau  has  already  been  established  in 
London. 

Relations  with  Allied  Armies 

The  responsibility  for  the  first  phase  of 
civilian  relief  rests  upon  the  Allied  armies 
and  their  Civil  Affairs  Branches.  Moreover 
should  the  military  wish  to  hand  over  any 
of  their  functions  with  regard  to  civilian 
relief  to  UNRRA  the  consent  of  the  Govern 
ment  concerned  must  be  obtained.  Whilst 
the  exact  responsibilities  of  UNRRA  in  this 
complicated  picture  have  not  yet  been 
formally  and  completely  worked  out,  the 
most  cordial  unofficial  relations  have  been 
established  between  those  concerned  in  the 
health  field. 

Medical  Supplies 

The  estimation  of  lists  and  quantities  of 
requirements  for  medical  relief  was  begun 
long  before  UNRRA  came  into  being,  by 
the  Technical  Advisory  Committee  on 
Medical  Supplies  and  Services  appointed  by 
the  Inter-allied  Post-  war  Requirements 
Committee.  This  work  was  taken  over  by 
UNRRA  and  agreement  reached  between 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  on 
drugs,  dressings,  etc.,  required,  methods  of 
packing,  labelling,  and  so  on.  The  basic 
supplies  are  in  two  forms— an  emergen* 
unit  containing  everything  required  for 
100,000  people  for  one  month  and  a  stand' 
ard  unit  with  supplies  for  1,000,000  people 
for  three  months;  these  latter  units 
will  form  a  pool  from  which  actual  needs 
in  particular  areas  can  be  met.  It  is 
impossible  to  state  exactly  what  medi- 
cal supplies'  have  actually  been  procured 
by  UNRRA  since  these  supplies  are  ordered 
by  the  Combined  Boards  and  put  into  a 
pool  on  which  a  number  of  bodies  have  a 
claim.  Thus  stores  may  be  stock-piled  for 
the  use  either  of  the  military  or  UNRRA  in 
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cordance  with  whichever  body  is  con- 
rned  when  the  need  arises.  In  addition 
these  units,  many  other  types  of  supplies 
ve  been  ordered,  including  midwives' 
tfits,  hospital  units,  epidemic  control 
its,  mobile  laboratories,  and  water 
rification  outfits.  [A  qualified  and 
perienced  chemist,  recommended  by  the 
armaceutical  Society,  is  now  on  the  staff 
UNRRA  Medical  Supplies  Section.] 
Perhaps  the  most  urgent  and  important

The  objective  is 
to  ensure  that  uniform  and  co-ordinating 
measures  of  medical  inspection,  delousing, 
immunisation,  etc.,  are  carried  out  in  the 
countries  of  departure,  transit  and  arrival, 
so  that,  on  the  one  hand,  the  danger  of 
epidemics  is  reduced  so  far  as  possible, 
and  on  the  other  that  displaced  persons 
are  not  unnecessarily  detained  in  quarantine 
on  frontiers  and  their  return  delayed.

versal  medical  service,  but  objections  on 
the  precise  proposals  had  been  substantial, 
the  principal  objections  being: — 

(1)  The  plan  would  produce,  within  a 
few  years,  a  salaried  medical  profession 
that  would  have  lost  its  independence 
and  professional  responsibility. 

(2)  The  medical  profession  would  be- 
come subordinated  to  civil  servants  and 
local  authority  officials. 

(3)  The  voluntary  hospitals  would  fall 
into  the  hands  of  the  local  authorities 
for  lack  of  resources. 

(4)  The  Central  Health  Services  Council 
would  become  part  of  the  machinery  of 
the  Ministry,  since  members  were  ap- 
pointed by  the  Minister  and  the  Council 
did  not  publish  its  own  reports. 
Broadly,  the  critics  suggested  that  the 

proposals  would  result  in  a  mediocre  ser- 
vice. On  the  other  side,  the  White  Paper 
was  welcomed  by  those  who  saw  in  in- 
creased public  administration  the  remedy 
for  many  admitted  defects  in  the  medical 
service.  Consultations  had  been  delayed 
because  of  the  preoccupation  of  the  Min- 
istry of  Heath  with  evacuation  and  similar 
problems,  and  it  was  improbable  that  legisla- 
tion to  implement  the  White  Paper  would 
be  introduced  this  year.  Pharmacy  ought 
therefore,  by  the  autumn,  to  formulate  its 
proposals  for  the  pharmaceutical  section 
of  the  service. 

State  of  Negotiations 

So  far,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (in- 
cluding its  North  British  Branch),  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  and  the 
Standing  Committee  for  Scotland,  had  set 
up  a  joint  committee,  and  the  committee 
had  published  proposals  for  organising  a 
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pharmaceutical  service.  It  had  been  in- 
tended that  they  should  tbe  discussed  by 
the  Branch  Representatives'  meeting  and 
by  a  Pharmaceutical  Committees'  confer- 
ence, but  both  meetings  had  been  cancelled 
at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
The  three  bodies  had  substantial  identity 
of  outlook.  The  committee  did  not  include 
representatives  of  the  Guild  of  Public 
Pharmacists,  Company  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion, Co-operative  Union,  or  trade  unions 
interested  in  pharmacy,  which  might 
properly  claim  to  be  concerned  in  proposals 
to  be  put  forward  on  behalf  of  pharmacy; 
it  might  be  anticipated  that  these  would  be 
invited  to  confer  on  the  provisional  pro- 
posals that  had  been  published. 

The  form  of  organisation  proposed  com- 
prised an  organisation  modelled  on  that 
contemplated '  for  the  doctors,  with  a 
Pharmacy  Board  at  the  centre  and  area 
and  local  pharmacy  boards  at  the  levels  of 
the  Joint  Authorities  and  local  authorities. 
The  former  were  new  bodies.  The  latter 
corresponded  to  the  present  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees  in  function,  and  would 
doubtless  resemble  them  in  membership 
and  officers. 

Political  Factors 

It  would  be  useful,  said  Mr.  Linstead,  to 
consider  the  general  political  background 
against  which  discussions  of  the  White 
Paper  were  taking  place.  The  chief  problem 
facing  both  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
professions  was  political,  namely,  how  to 
delimit  the  respective  functions  of  the 
State  and  the  individual.  Unfortunately 
the  problem  could  not  be  easily  approached 
objectively.  If  a  practical  approach  to  the 
facts  of  each  problem  could  be  made,  an 
effective  solution  could  probably  be  found 
that  would  secure  general  agreement.  The 
White  Paper  attempted  to  find  such  a 
solution  for  the  medical  services  and  hos- 
pitals, but  did  so  by  conferring  powers 
which,  unless  accompanied  by  precise 
safeguards,  might  enable  ministers  or  their 
civil  servants  to  bend  the  whole  medical 
service  into  a  State-operated  machine. 

There  was  a  corresponding  pharma- 
ceutical problem.  To  supply  the  public  with 
pharmaceutical  needs  could  not  be  effected 
merely  by  giving  every  patient  a  prescrip- 
tion and  using  the  present  pharmacies. 
Large  health  centres  (the  present  out- 
patients' departments  of  hospitals,  for 
example)  and  clinics  would  have  their  dis- 
pensaries attached,  and  it  was  for  the 
convenience  of  prescriber  and  patient  that 
this  should  be  so.    But  to  permit  a  trans- 


ference, even  over  a  period  of  years,  of  all 
dispensing  to  health  centres  and  public 
dispensaries  was  to  ignore  what  the  publr 
wanted,  and  to  ignore,  too,  the  vital  need 
of  keeping  the  pharmaceutical  profession 
independent  and  vigorous.     The  presen 
structure  of  pharmacy  was  bound  to  be 
affected  by  the  development  of  a  nationa 
service,  but  existing  bodies  such  as  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Pharma 
ceutical  Committees  must  approach  th 
problems  without  preconceived  ideas.  The] 
must  be  prepared  to  contemplate  function,' 
at   present   performed    by    the  Pharma 
ceutical  Society  being  transferred  to  th 
Central  Pharmacy  Board  or,  if  function 
were  to  be  added  to  the  Pharmaceutica 
Society,  substantial  changes  in  the  methoc 
of  election  and  the  composition  of  the  Coun 
cil.  He  personally  believed  that  old  instit" 
tions  could  be  adapted  to  new  conditions 
but  they  must  in  no  circumstances  prov 
barriers   to   progress.      Much   might  b 
achieved   through   a  body   such    as  th 
Society's  Statutory  Committee,  gradual! 
translating  the  best  of  public  opinion  i 
pharmacy  into  a  code  by  its  decisions.  H 
believed  the  public  would  get  the  bej 
service  from  pharmacists  if  the  new  servic 
developed  with  a  minimum  of  statutor 
regulation  and  maximum  reliance  on  tl 
good  sense  of  the  pharmaceutical  bod 
acting    through    the    Central  Pharma 
Board  and  Statutory  Committee. 

"  Pharmacy  for  the  Pharmacist  " 

The  fundamental  principle  of  a  pharm, 
ceutical  service  was  "pharmacy  by  tl 
pharmacist"  in  the  sense  that  where  pha 
maceutical  work  was  to  be  done,  th" 
must  be  a  pharmacist  to  do  it.  In  hospital 
health  centres  and  pharmacies,  and  al 
in  the  organisation  of  local  authoritie 
pharmaceutical  work  must  be  undertak 
by,  or  under  the  personal  responsibility 
pharmacists.  The  corollary  was  that  c 
pensing  was  not  a  function  of  medi 
practitioners.  This  would  not,  he  believ 
be  contested  by  the  medical  professio 
whose  position  under  a  national  servi 
would  be  analogous  to  that  under  t 
National  Health  Insurance  Act.  Count 
prescribing  in  its  traditional  form  wou 
continue  because  it  was  useful,  but  if 
pharmacist  was  to  participate  fully  in  t 
pharmaceutical  part  of  the  National  Heal 
Service  he  must  clearly  undertake  counl 
prescribing  with  circumspection.

from  a  parent  hospital.  There  would  be  a 
pharmacist  in  control,  but  a  full  pharma- 
ceutical department  would  not,  in  most 
centres,  be  justified.  Rural  areas  were  a 
problem  of  their  own,  medically  and 
pharmaceutically . 

Chemists'  Shops 

There  was  no  reason  why  the  15,000 
pharmacies  at  present  providing  the  phar- 
maceutical service  should  not  continue  to  do 
so,  and  every  reason  why  public  money 
should  not  be  spent  in  duplicating  a  service 
which  was  already  being  efficiently  pro- 
vided. A  number  of  considerations  arose 
in  connexion  with  standards.  Perhaps  the 
principal  was  by  whom  the  medicine  was 
compounded.  The  Medical  Benefit  Regula- 
tions at  present  required  this  to  be  done 
"by  or  under  the  supervision  of"  a 
pharmacist.  If  the  medicine  contained  a 
poison,  the  dispensing  must  be  done  by  or 
under  the  "direct  and  personal"  supervision 
of  a  pharmacist.  The  requirement  that  all 
dispensing  should  be  done  by  a  pharmacist 
was  in  his  view  too  stringent.  The  full 
responsibility  of  the  pharmacist  to  have  this 
work  performed  under  his  eye  was  some- 
thing the  public  had  a  right  to  demand, 
and  that  the  pharmacist  should  welcome. 
Whether  a  class  of  dispenser  should  be 
admitted  was  a  question  that  ought  to  be 
examined.  It  would  not  be  unreasonable, 
if  a  statutory  dispenser's  qualification  were 
created,  to  provide  that  the  dispensing 
should  be  done  by  such  a  dispenser  or  by  a 
pharmacist,  thus  doing  away  with  the 
element  of  supervision  and  ensuring  that 
the  skilled  work  was  performed  always  by 
a  trained  person.  He  did  not  consider  the 
public  would  gain  any  advantage  by  the 
creation  of  such  a  class.  In  few  skilled 
occupations  was  a  limited  knowledge  more 
dangerous  than  in  pharmacy,  where  the 
unexpected  might  turn  up  in  any  prescrip- 
tion and  mislead  the  unwary.  Such  a 
group  of  people,  possessing  however  limited 
functions,  would  be  bound  to  detract  from 
the  personal' responsibility  of  the  pharma- 
cist for  the  adequacy  of  everything  that  left 
his  establishment.  The  insistence  upon 
"direct  and  personal"  supervision  by 
pharmacists,  coupled  with  substantial  in- 
crease in  the  numbers  of  prescriptions  to 
be  dispensed,  might  well  lead  to  an  increased 
demand  for  pharmacists.  More  pharmacies 
than  at  present  would  need  the  services  of 
two  qualified  men,  and  it  might  be  that  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  total  number  of 
pharmacists  would  be  needed.

t  I  "iHE  London  Pharmacopoeia  of  1746 
was  translated  in  the  following  year, 
A  with  notes,  in  "The  British  Dis- 
pensatory," an  anonymous  work  with  a 
longer  title  than  is  here  cited.  Within  its 
limits  the  book  is  a  good  specimen  of  its 
class,  and  by  including  the  contents  of  the 
Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia  of  1744  "in  a 
compendious  manner "  must  have  saved 
time  and  money  for  its  purchasers.  As  was 
usual  at  that  period,  the  information  given 
was  designed  for  a  wider  circle  than  the 
readers  who  consulted  it  for  trade  or  pro- 
fessional purposes.  In  the  preface  we  read : 
"A  work  of  this  kind  must  not  only  be 
necessary  for  all  druggists,  chemists,  and 
practitioners  in  the  art  of  healing,  but  of 
great  service  to  such  as  are  studious  of  their 
health,  and  unwilling  blindly  to  acquiesce, 
with  the  generality,  in  the  skill  and  pre- 
scriptions of  the  physician." 

Criticism  of  the  Authorities 

The  author  does  not  hesitate  to  criticise, 
on  occasion,  the  authorities  whom  he  has 
translated.  After  remarking  that  it  would 
be  unjust  to  condemn  the  Pharmacopoeia 
Londinensis  as  a  whole,  he  adds : — 

"It  were,  however,  to  be  wished,  that, 
instead  of  adding  some  new  ones  [i.e., 
remedies]    equally    exceptionable  with 
those  which  they  have  laid  aside,  they 
had  either  absolutely  rejected  all  the 
difficult    processes    for    obtaining,  by 
laborious  and  expensive  methods,  sub- 
stances  no   way  differing   from  others 
which  are  common  and  cheap,  or  had  at 
least  noted  them  as  such.  .  .  It  might  have 
•    been  well  also,  if  the  college  had  discarded 
a   greater  number   of   non-effectual  or 
insignificant  simples.  ..." 
And  under  the  formula  for  tinctura  thebaica 
(Sydenham's  laudanum)  he  comments:  — 
"The    extravagant    disposition  men- 
tioned in  the  preface  of  the  college,  to 
mix  and  accumulate  simples  in  every 
medicine,  without  any  regard  to  design 
or  real  use,  has  extended  itself  even  to 
this    preparation,    tho'    originally  in- 
troduced by  Sydenham,  eminent  for  the 
simplicity  of  his  practice." 
After  dwelling  on  the  unimportance  of  the 
spices  ordered  and  discussing  the  pharmacy 
of  opium,  he  recommends  that  this  tincture 
be  made  by  infusing  sliced  opium  in  boiling 
water,   adding   warmed   "  weak   spirit  of 
wine,"  and  straining  when  cold ;  the  spices, 
if  desired,  can  be  incorporated  in  the  form 
of  a  tincture. 


A  Contrast 

In  the  Annual  Special  Issue  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  for  193 1,  Dr. 
Charles  Singer  remarked,  referring  to  the 
eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  centuries: 
"It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the  Scots 
ruled  British  medicine  for  a  century  and  a 
half,  and  they  ruled  it  well."  However  true 
this  may  be,  a  comparison  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeias of  London  and  Edinburgh  during 
the  middle  years  of  the  former  century 
shows  one  marked  contrast :  in  many  cases 
the  Scottish  formulas  are  more  elaborate 
than  the  English.  The  hiera  picra  of  the 
P.L.,  for  instance,  is  a  mixture  of  extracl 
of  Socotrine  aloes  with  powdered  canella 
that  of  the  P.Ed,  has  five  ingredients.  Th( 
P.'L.  compound  spirit  of  lavender  consist; 
of  spirit  of  lavender  and  spirit  of  rosemary 
with  the  addition  of  cinnamon,  nutmeg  anc 
red  sanders wood ;  its  opposite  number  ii 
the  P.Ed,  contains  twenty-one  ingredient 
(or  a  minimum  of  nineteen),  and  involve 
distillation.  Even  calamine,  accepted  ii 
the  P.L.  in  its  commercial  state,  must  unde 
the  Edinburgh  jurisdiction  be  heated  thre 
times,  "quenched"  each  time  in  rose  water 
and  shaped  into  balls,  leaving  little  to  wha 
the  author  of  the  Dispensatory  calls  "th 
discretion  of  the  artist." 


The  Line  of  Descent

was  reached  in  the  seventeenth  century.  In 
the  1 72 1  Pharmacopoeia  Londinensis  .  the 
thirty-eight  pills  of  the  161 8  P.L.  had  been 
reduced  to  twenty-three,  and  in  its  suc- 
cessor of  1746  the  number  was  only  nine. 

Notable  Pills 

Two  of  these  are  of  unusual  interest.  The 
formula  for  pilula  Rufi  is  attributed  to 
Ruffus  of  Ephesus,  who  flourished  circa 
100  B.C. :  in  the  P.L.,  161 8,  it  was  headed 
"Pilulae  Pestientiales  (Ruffi)."  In  the  1721 
P.L.  it  was  renamed  "  Pilulae  Ruffi."  Why 
"Ruffi"  became  "Rufi"  in  1746  is  not 
clear ;  it  may  be  that  the  new  spelling 
fitted  the  general  pronunciation.  It  need 
hardly  be  added  that  this  pill  survives  as 
pill  of  aloes  and  myrrh.  The  deleted  third 
ingredient  merits  a  note.  In  the  London 
Pharmacopoeia  of  1746  it  was  saffron,  in 
the  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia  o'f  1744 
ammoniacum.  This  difference  goes  back 
to  1555,  if  not  further.  In  that  year  was 
printed  an  edition  of  the  "De  Compositione 
Medicamentorum "  of  B.D.  Cronenburgius, 
who  states  that  the  pill  of  Ruffus  should 
contain  ammoniacum,  the  alternative  pill 
with  saffron  being  the  pilula  communis  of 
Rhazes.  The  other  pill  formula  to  be 
mentioned  here  is  headed  in  the  P.L. 
"Pilulae  ex  Colocynthide  cum  Aloe,"  and 
in  P.Ed.  "Pilulae  Cocciae."  Its  forerunner 
in  the  1618  P.L.  was  named  "Pilulae 
Cochiae  (Rhasis)  "  :  we  have  no  reason  to 
doubt  that  the  originator  was  the  ninth- 
century  Arabian  physician  Rhazes,  though 
he  may  have  modified  some  earlier  combina- 
tion of  drugs.  The  two  official  formulas  in 
the  Dispensatory  for  this  pill  are  relatively 
simple,  with  only  slight  differences. 

Obsolete  Medicaments 

The  1740's  supply  a  dividing  line  between 
traditional  medicaments  reeking  of  super- 
stition and  others  with  more  rational  cre- 
dentials. It  may  be  remembered  that  at  this 
period  human  skull  was  no  longer  official 
but  woodlice  and  earthworms  remained, 
disfiguring  the  Pharmacopoeias  in  company 
with  the  plethoric  mithridate  and  theriaca 
Andromachi.  A  few  notes  on  certain  galeni- 
cals now  obsolete  may  be  added.  Jus 
viperinum  must  have  tasted  agreeable  to 
the  majority  of  patients,  as  for  every  viper 
used  a  middle-sized  chicken  was  ordered. 
Tinctura  fuliginis.  consisting  of  wood  soot 
and  asafoetida  in  proof  spirit,  was  no  doubt 
less  relished.  The  time-honoured  bezoar 
stone  still  survived  in  pulyis  bezoardicus, 
where  it  figured  with  compound  powder  of 
crab's  claws  as  the  diluent.  The  therapeutic 
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inertness  of  bezoar  stone  had  been  set  forth 
by  , Frederick  Slare  in  1715  and  by  Joseph 
Browne  in  1721  :  yet  it  remained  official  in 
the  P.L.  till  1788.  Pulvis  diatessaron  of  the 
P.Ed,  (birthwort,  gentian,  bayberry,  myrrh, 
equal  parts)  is  of  interest  as  having  obtained 
its  name  from  the  number  of  its  ingredients  ; 
in  the  same  way  the  addition  of  a  fifth  sub- 
stance (in  this  case  ivory  shavings)  consti- 
tuted pulvis  diapente.  The  latter  powder 
survived  in  veterinary  use  till  recent  years, 
and  may  even  now  be  heard  of.  Aqua 
arthritica,  P.Ed.,  is  a  solution  (1  in  64) 
of  white  "or  yellow"  arsenic  prepared  by 
heating  with  quicklime  " over  a  slow  fire" 
for  twenty-four  hours  ;  the  dose  is  not  indi- 
cated. Decoctum  ad  icteros,  P.Ed.,  is  mainly 
of  vegetable  origin,  but  includes  the  "juice 
of  two  hundred  wood-lice"  in  about 
gxliij.  Tinctura  salutifera,  P.Ed.,  is  prac- 
tically a  compound  tincture  of  cardamom 
with  brandy  as  menstruum ;  the  title  may 

LEICESTER  N.H.S. 

In  June,  the  following  questionnaire  was 
sent  to  members  of  the  Leicester  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  to  ascertain  their  views  on  questions 
appertaining  to  the  proposed  National 
Health  Service.  The  questionnaire  fol- 
lowed the  main  headings  specified  by  the 
Council  for  discussion  at  the  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meeting,  and  the  form  of  the 
questions  was  discussed  at  a  branch 
meeting  before  the  questionnaire  was  sent 
out.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-four  copies 
were  distributed  and  eighty-four  (37-5  per 
cent.)  were  returned.  The  percentages 
quoted  below  are  of  replies  received. 

Organisation 

The  replies  showed  almost  complete 
agreement  that  pharmaceutical  advice  and 
direction  is  needed,  that  the  existing  N.H.I, 
administration  should  be  used  (subject  to 
adequate  pharmaceutical  representation), 
and  that  existing  pharmacies  should  be 
utilised.  There  was  only  slightly  less 
agreement  that  doctors  should  not  dispense 
and  that  a  Central  Pharmacy  Board  is 
necessary,  but  only  67  per  cent,  think  that 
this  authority  should  have  power  to  control 
the  opening  and  closing  of  pharmacies. 
Opinion  was  very  divided  on  the  need  for 
the  other  suggested  authorities,  and  only 
42  per  cent,  considered  the  Area  Pharmacy 
Board  to  be  necessary.  69  per  cent,  thought 
pharmacists  should  not  prescribe,  but 
70  per  cent,  did  not  consider  that  "recom- 
mending" constitutes  "prescribing." 
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have  inspired  confidence  in  patients  who 
could  read  their  prescriptions.  Mars  sacchar- 
atus,  P.Ed.,  is  iron  filings  candied  with  twice 
their  weight  of  sugar.  Balsamum  ad  apop- 
lecticos,  P.Ed.,  contains  the  oils  of  clove, 
lavender  and  rosemary  with  expressed  oil 
of  nutmeg  and  balsam  of  Peru."  Unguentum 
nervinum,  P.Ed.,  comprises  eleven  kinds  of 
leaves  or  flowers  boiled  in  a  mixture  of  neats- 
foot  oil  and  beef  suet,  with  the  addition  of 
oil  of  bay  after  cooling  and  straining.  The 
Edinburgh  mercurius  alcalisatus  mentioned 
in  a  previous  paragraph  has  a  companion  in 
mercurius  saccharatus,  consisting  of  mer- 
cury ground  in  a  glass  mortar  with  brown 
sugar  candy.  Some  of  the  jellies  and  poul- 
tices found  in  this  volume  are  reminiscent  of 
cookery  books ;  and  a  sidelight  on  the 
pharmacy  of  the  period  is  afforded  by  the 
direction  that  pill-masses  should  be  kept  in 
bladders  "oiled  or  moistened  with  the  same 
fluid  used  in  making  the  mass."

Apart  from  a  few  inquiries  for  a  limited 
number  of  commodities  there  is  little  fresh 
to  report  this  week.

LORD  TRENT'S  SPEECH: 

The  fifty-sixth  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Boots 
Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  held  on  Thursday,  the  17th 
August,  at  Beeston,  Nottingham.  The  Rt.  Hon.  Lord 
Trent,  Chairman,  presided,  and  said  in  the  course  of 
his  speech: — 
ACCOUNTS. 

This  year  we  have  made  a  number  of  alterations  in 
the  presentation  of  our  accounts,  which  we  hope  will 
give  a  clearer  picture  of  the  Firm  to  our  shareholders. 
The  main  differences  are: 

(a)  Provision  for  the  full  liability  for  Income  Tax 
Schedule  "D"  on  the  profits  of  the  year,  is  shown 
clearly  in  the  Profit  and  Loss  Account. 

(b)  The  Income  Tax  deducted  from  the  Dividends 
paid  is  now  allowed  for  in  the  Appropriation  Account 
instead  of  the  Profit  and  Loss  Account.  The  effect 
of  this  alteration  is  to  show  the  Dividends  paid  at  the 
net  amount  received  by  the  Shareholders,  instead  of 
the  gross  amount  of  the  Dividends  as  in  previous  years. 
In  addition  we  have  added  a  combined  statement 

of  Assets  and  Liabilities  of  the  Retail  Subsidiary 
Companies. 

During  the  year  we  have  increased  substantially  the 
liquid  reserves  of  the  Company.  Though  we  have  as 
far  as  possible  kept  our  plant  up  to  date,  it  has  been 
worked  very  hard  during  the  past  five  years.  In  addition 
there  is  a  great  accumulation  of  deferred  repairs  and 
renewals  of  damaged  shops  and  premises.  These  arrears 
will  have  to  be  caught  up  at  the  earliest  moment.  All 
this  will  make  great  demands  upon  our  resources. 

The  staff  have  worked  splendidly,  often  under  very 
trying  conditions,  and  on  your  behalf  as  well  as  our 
own  I  offer  them  our  grateful  thanks. 

Our  Scheme  of  Allowances  to  the  permanent  members 
of  the  staff  in  the  Forces  has  been  revised  to  benefit 
particularly  the  lower-paid  worker. 

The  year  has  been  an  exceedingly  busy  one  for  all 
sections  of  the  business,  and  many  records  have  been 
broken,  the  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed,  and 
sales  both  Retail  and  Export  all  have  reached  new  high 
levels. 

Shareholders  will  be  interested  to  know  that  during 
the  years  1 930-1 940  the  Company  spent  on  development 
of  the  business  over  £6,000,000,  of  which  £3,820,000 
was  from  profits.  This  was  used  not  only  for  erecting 
new  plant  and  factories  and  warehouses,  but  also  for 
building  and  equipping  large  numbers  of  new  shops. 
I  would  like  to  quote  a  paragraph  from  my  speech  in 
1934.  "As  an  instance  of  what  has  been  done,  I  may 
quote  the  action  of  our  own  Company,  which  in  the 
period  since  1930 — that  is,  during  the  depth  of  the 
depression — has  spent  £2,147,972  on  properties, 
fixtures  and  plant.  This  has  meant  that  large  numbers 
of  people  have  been  given-  employment  by  the  firm 
quite  apart  from  our  own  17,788  employees,  an  achieve- 
ment only  possible  because  we  had  the  funds  available 
and  because  the  Directors  had  sufficient  faith  both  in 
the  Firm  and  in  the  country  to  put  the  work  in  hand 
in  bad  times." 

It  is  sometimes  staged  that  the  Multiple  Shops  are 
driving  the  individual  shopkeeper  out  of  business.  That 
this  is  not  so  in  the  chemist's  business  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  during  the  twenty^  years  between  the  wars,  the 
number  of  chemist's  shops  in  this  country  increased  by 
5,000  or  50%  according  to  the  most  reliable  figures 
available.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  largely 
thanks  to  our  example  the  public  were  getting  a  much 
better  and  more  complete  chemist's  service  at  a  lower 
cost  in  1939  than  they  were  in  19 19. 

The  Report  and  Accounts  were  adopted.
